It has been damaged by Japanese bombs 
but a ferry service is now carrying 100 fully 
loaded trucks each way daily, and when more 
ferries and connecting roads ‘are completed, 
as many trucks as the road can carry will be 
transported across the river by these means. 


The existing ferry consists of 3 
few planks strapped on empty pe- 
trol drums and is pulled across 
the river by a stationary lorry. 

The ferry works during the 
night and is dismantled during 
the day so there is no danger 
from Japanese air attacks. 

Even if this simple ferry were 
damaged, another could speedily 
be prepared. 


Effective System 


The Burma road is subject to 
frequent dislocation by landslide 
and flood but the Chinese organis- 
ation of permanent gangs of coo- 
lies along the road is so effective 
that traffic has not been interrupt- 
ed for more than 24 hours at a 
time during the past 12 months, 
and that includes the rainy season. 

After seeing these natural ha- 
zards | find it hard to belleve 
that aerial bombardment could 
offer an equal menace to the 
steady flow of traffic. 


160 Trucks Daily 


When the road was first re- 
opened about 40 trucks daily left 
Burma for China, carrying = 100 
tons of cargo exciusive of petrol

through daily, carrying 450 tons.

Mr. Holland 
was buried in the RLA.F) corner 
of St. Alban's Cemetary on De~ 
cember 14, among the officers pre- 
sent being Mr, Maurice d’Alton, 
formerly of Tientsin, who is now 
with the RAP, 

The unfortunate accident —oc- 
curred just ten days after “Bill” 
Holland had joined his squadron 
as un instructor, He was weil- 
known and liked in Shanghai, be- 
ing a member of many local clubs, 
He was one of the founder mem- 
bers of the local Royal Air Force 
Association, leaving to join up 
with the R.A.F. on July 3, 1940, 
when he was given a rousing 
send-off party by the club 


Mr, Holland saw wide service 


with the flying corps in. the 
war, first joing in 1916, 

curious coincidence he received his 
early training as a pilot at Hat- 
fleld aerodrome, where he was 
killed twenty-five years later, He 
joined a fighter squadron in 1916, 
and was wounded in 1917, after 
which he Was made an instructor 
at Northolt, finishing with the rank 
of major in 1919, He was re- 
girded as one of the finest flying 
instructors in) England when he 
left the RUA.F. after the war, and 
his application to serve again in 
this capacity in 1940 was eagerly 
accepted by the Air Ministry. 

He continued his flying activities 
when he came out to China in 
1920. He flew the first Chinese 
made aeropiane at Lungwha aero-~ 
'drome, and took the first aerial 
photographs ever to be made of 
Shanghai. Whenvhe left Shang- 
hai again Holland was particular- 
ly anxious .to, see active service 
with the R.A.F. but was not per- 
mitted to serve, owing to his age.

the present, When there are barely 
sufficient machines of all types to 
cope with the number of pupils.

The speed-up — in construction

He is about 
twenty-five years old, and was 
formerly an accountant, ‘He told 
me about his first flight as we 
stood in the tiny flight office.

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RECENT WARNINGS by officials in the United 
States of Axis plans to use force of arms, as well as 
economic penetration and propaganda, for a con- 
quest of this hemisphere were believed by competent 
American observers in Mexico City to be substan-

reached Mexico City secretly from Spain. 

Not only did this seemingly authentic docu- 
ment, from which extracts are known to have been 
transmitted to Washington, describe in detail direct 
action and steps allegedly planned by the totali- 


tarian powers to achieve 


invasion of the Americas 


in the next nine months, but it was also said to re- 
veal that Soviet Russia is preparing to attack the 
United States by way of Alaska, coincident with 
Nazi and Japanese attacks on Mexico, Central 
Amcrica and South America. 


The “war calendar” was 
brought to Mexico by: 
agents of the Spanish Fal- 
ange, a Fascist organisa- 
tion which is directing the 
Axis propaganda drive 
against democratic insti- 
tutions in Latin America. 
Although several points 
mentioned in it already 
have been achieved with 
startling time accuracy, 
its general schedule ap- 
peared so fantastic that 
this correspondent hesit- 
ated to write about it un- 
til after talks with naval 
and military officials and 
diplomats here, who took 
it seriously. 

According toa the alleged plan 
the first step toward the Soviet 
Union's invasion of the North 
American continent would be a 
Red-Nipponese pact to liquidate 
the “China problem" before sum- 
miner, Russia and Japan jointly 
taking over the Chinese Republic. 
Timing the next move so as to 
cause the greatest vossible con- 
sternation in the United States, 
Russia, which virtually dominates 
the entire Bering Strait, with a 
stronghold oat East Cape, would 
sweep across fifty-six miles open 


water with warships and ‘planes 
to strike at Alaska, it was said. 


Aims of Russian Thrust 


The Russian “invasion” would 
have two main objectives, it was 
said. Once on American soil the 
Russians would stir up revolution- 


ary activity in Canada and the 
United States, ultimately halting 
aid to Great Britain. 


At the same time, the presence 
of the Russtang in Alaska would 
divert part of the United States 
Navy, whlle Japan attacked 
Mexico. Previously, Internal 
disorders in Mexico, Brazil, Ar- 
gentina and Chile would neve 
been fomented, 


At the height of the ion 
according to the plan; the Axis 
powers would lend direct military 
aid to Latin-American revolution- 
aries. For example, it was said, 
German warplanes, based at Da- 
kar, in French West Africa; would 
spread destruction’ in Brazil, just 
four hours’ flying distance across 
the south Atlantic, and German 
and Italian warships would: also 
aid in the attack.

Modus Vivendi On 


Dispute Over The 
Tangier Zone 


THE SPANISH GOVERNMENT has given 


an assurance that there will be no fortifica- 


tion of the Tangier Zone. 


This declaration 


was made in the Commons yesterday by Mr. 


R. A. Butler, 


Under-Secretary for 


Foreign 


Affairs, answering questions on the Tangier 
. position, 
The British Ambassador in Madrid, Mr. 


Butler continued, had now concluded discus- 
sions with the Spanish Government. 


Arrangements now concluded 
safeguarded the existing personal 
rights of British subjects in Tan- 
gier and guaranteed the continued 
functioning of existing British in- 
stitutions and of the British press 

British officials of the Interna: 
tlonal administration who had 
been displaced would be fully 
and generously compensated for 
their toss of office. 

A special economic and finan~ 
cial regime would be applied. to 
Tangier generally, sinilav to that 
which existed at present. 


Legal Rights 


Declaring that the Spanish Gov- 
ernment had given an assurance 
that there would be no fortifica- 
tion of the zone. Mr, Butler in- 
timated they hud also agreed that 
jf at any time the mixed tribunal 
should cease to function, the con- 
sular courts would be re-establish- 
ed and fully recognised, 

By these arrangements, Mr. 
Butler added, the present econo- 
mic und legal rights of | British 
subjects in Tangier should be ade - 
quately safeguarded pending st 
Anal settlement, 


Positions Reserved 


The British Government had re- 
cognised the special interest ol 
the Spanish Government in the 
Tangier zone and also that it was 
not possible at the moment for 
he slgnatories of the relevant in- 
ternational instruments to enters 
into negotiation. 

Thus the British Government 
maintained thelr protest against 
the original action of the Span- 
ish Government and had re- 
served their rights under trea- 
«ties in force,

ACCIDENT 


Details have now — reached 
Shanghai ubout the death of Pilot- 
Officer W. E. Holland on Detemn- 
ber 10 while flying as an instruc- 
tor with the RUA.F. He was about 
to land at Hatfield aerodrome, in 
Hertfordshire, in a Gypsy Moth 
training aachine when another 
‘plane landed on top of him, and 
all ofeur occupants of the two 
‘lanes were killed. Mr. Holland 
was buried in the R.A. corner 
of St. Alban’s Cemetary on De- 
cember 14, among the officers pre- 
sent being Mr. Maurice d'Alton, 
formerly of Tientsin, who as now 
with the RAF, 

The unfortunate aceident ace 

curred just ten days after “Bill 
Hailand had jomed his squadron 
as an instructor, He was well- 
known and liked in Shanghai, be- 
fing a member of many local clubs. 
‘He was one of the founder meni 
bers af the loecul Royal Air Force 
DAsso@ation, deaving to jou up 
woth the RAB. on July 3, 1940, 
hwhen he was given a rousing 
‘send-off party by the club. 
1 Mr, Holland saw wide service 
vith the flying corps in the last 
Vasar, first jo.ning in 1916. By a 
curious coincidence he received his 
early training as a pilot at Hat-~- 
'Held aerodrome, where he was 
‘killed twenty-five years later, He 
joined a fighter squadron in 1916. 
and was wounded in 1917, after 
“which he Was made an instructor 
at Northolt, finishing with the rank 
cof major in 1929. He was re- 
jgarcted as one of the finest flying 
constructors ins England when he 
left the R.A.F, after the war, and 
his application to serve again in 
this capacity in 1940 was eagerly 
accepted by the Air Ministry. 

He continued his flying activities 
when he came out to China in 
1920. He flew the first Chinese 
made aeroplane at Lungwha aero- 
drome, and took the first aerial 
photographs ever to be made of 
Shanghai. When he left Shang- 
hai again Holland was particular~- 
ly anxious to see active service 
with the R:A.F, but was not ‘per- 
mitted to serve, owing to his age,

The ‘‘war calendar” was

According to the alleged plan 
the first step towatd the Soviet 
Union's invasion of the North 
American continent would be a 
Red-Nipponese pact to liquidate 
the “China problem” before sum- 
mer, Russia. and Japan jointly 
taking over the Chinese Republic. 
Timing the next move so as to 
cause the greatest possible con- 
sternation in the United States, 
Russia. which virtually dominutes 
the entire Bering Strait, with a 
stronghold at East Cape, would 
sweep across fifty-six miles open 
water with warships and ‘planes 
to strike at Alaska, it was said. 


Aims of Russian Thrust 


The Russian “invasion” would 
have two main objectives, it was 
said. Once on American soil the 
Russians would stir up revolution- 
ary activity in Canada and the 
United States. ultimately halting 
aid to Great Britain. 


At the same time, the presence 
of the Russians in Alaska would 
divert part of the United States 
Navy, while Japan = attacked 
Mexico, Previously, Internal 
disorders In Mexico, Brazil, Ar- 
gentina and Chile would have 
been fomented, 


At the height of the agitation, 
according to the p'an, the Axis 
powers would lend direct military 
aid to Latln-American revolution~ 
aries.

former spoke of the preparations 
Germany was making to defeat 
“Bnemy No, 1” as Mussolini des- 
cribed the British people. There 
were, however, varlous points in 
Hitler’s speech which call for 
comment, both on account of their 
inaccuracies, but also because of 
the facts which they were intend- 
ed to conceal.

Major Robert) Henning Proller 
iy the first Seuth African pilot to 
Le decorated in this war. Hel 
serving in the Middle ast and 
bar been awarded the Distinguish - 
ed Flying Cross, While operating 
over Italian territory his ‘plane 
was hit end forced down, He was 
listed as lest. For fourteen days 
he tramped across the desert, 
suflering terrible hardship, but 
cventually staggered into the 
British lines.

RECENT WARNINGS by officials in the United 
States of Axis plans to use force of arms, as well as 
economic penetration and propaganda, for a con- 
quest of this hemisphere were believed by competent 
American observers in Mexico City to be substan- 
tiated in a Nazi “war calendar,” which has just 
reached Mexico City secretly from Spain. 

Not only did this seemingly authentic docu- 
ment, from which extracts are known to have been 
transmitted to Washington, describe in detail direct 
action and steps allegedly planned by the totali- 
tarian powers to achieve invasion of the Americas 
in the next nine months, but it was also said to re- 
veal that Soviet Russia is preparing to attack the 
United States by way of ‘Alaska, coincident «ith 
Nazi and Japanese attacks on Mexico, Central 


The ‘‘war calendar” was 
brought to Mexico by 
agents of the Spanish Fal- 
ange, a Fascist organisa- 


Axis propaganda drive 
against democratic insti- 
tutions in Latin America. 
Although several points 
mentioned in it already 
have been achieved with 
startling time accuracy, 
its general schedule ap- 
peared so fantastic that 
this correspondent hesit- 
ated to write about it un- 
til after talks with naval 
and military officials and 
diplomats here, who took 
it seriously. 

According to the alleged plan 
the first step toward the Soviet 
Union's invasion of the North 
American continent would be a 
Red-Nipponese pact to liquidate 
the “China problem" before sum- 
mer, Russia and Japan jointly 
taking over the Chinese Republic. 
Timing the next move so as to 
cause the greatest possible con- 
sternation in the United States, 
Russia, whieh virtually dominates 
the entire Bering Strait, with a 
stronghold at Fast Cape. would 
sweep across fiftv-six miles open 
water with warships and ‘planes 
to strike at Alaska, it was said. 
Aims of Russian Thrust 

The Russian “invasion” would 
have two main objectives, it was 
said. Once on American soil the 


ary activity in Canada and_ the 


United States, ultimately halting 
aid to Great Britain. 

At the same time, the presence 
of the Russians in Alaska would 
divert part of the United States 
Navy, while Japan attacked 
Mexico. Previously, tnternal 
disorders in Mexico, Brazil, Ar- 
aentina and Chile would have 
been fomented. 

At the height of the agitation, 
according to the plan, the Axis 
powers would lend direct military 
aid to Latin-American revolution- 
aries, For example, it was said, 
German warplanes, based at Da- 
kar, in French West Africa, would 
spread destruction in Brazil, just 
four hours’ flying distance across 
the south Atlantic. and German 
and Italian warships would also 
aid in the attack.

Affairs, answering questions on the Tangier 


position. 


The British Ambassador in Madrid, Mr. 
Butler continued, had now concluded discus- 


sions with the Spanish 


Arrangements now concluded 
safeguarded the existing personal 
oehts of British subjects in Tan- 
wer and wuaranteed the continued 
functioning of existing British in- 
stitutions and of the British press. 

British officials of the Interna: 
tlonat administration who had 
be¢n displaced would be fully 
and generously compensated for 
their loss of office. 

A special economic and finan- 
cad regune would be upplied to 
Tangier generally, similar to that 
which existed at present. 


Legal Rights 


Declaring that the Spanish Gov- 
ernment bad given an ussurance 
that there would be no fortifica- 
tion of the zone. Mr, Butler in- 
timated they had also agreed that 
if at any time the mixed tribunal 
should cease to function, the con- 
sular courts would be re-establish - 
ed and fully recognised. 

By these arrangements, Mr. 
Butler added, the present econo- 
mic and legel rights of | British 
subjects in Tangier should be ade - 
quately safeguarded pending a 
final settlement, 


Positions Reserved 


The British Gevertupent had re- 
cogznised the special interest of 
the Spanish Goveroment in the 
Tangier zone and also that it was 
not possible at the moment for 
the siznatories of the relevant tn- 
ternational instruments to enter 
mito negotration.
